OFFICIAL PAUL PETS. 


POSTAL SNEAK THIEVES OF THE 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT. 


Delicate Metliotls Employed by Them In 


Opening Letters—With a LlttleTpatience 
They Overcome Gam, 
Scaling Wax or 


Metal Fastener. 


The incident which occurred in the 


French chamber concerning tbe.viola- 
lion of the secrecy of a letter addressed 
to U. Delcasse by a high official of the 
ministry of marine has stirred tho pub- 
lic, which is snrprised that such pro- 
ceedings take place under the third ra- 
public. Created in 1830, the cabinet 
noir -was a permanent 
office under 


Lonis Philippa and Nopoleou III, -who 
used and abused it in .order to learn the 
political secrets of tbeir-opponents. "It 
was generally believed by the pnhlio 
that the office had long been suppressed 
by the present government. But after 
the incident mentioned those who still 
believe in ths secrecy of the post, of the 
telegraph or of the telephone exhibit an 
Incredible credulity •which is extremely 
rare at this fin cle siecle. Those who 
are so imprudent os to write their in- 
niost'thoughts concerning any politician 
in power will be wise no longer to im- 
agine that a letter which, arrives at ita 
destination 
apparently 
unopened hns 


not been read by a third pavty. As is 
well known, it is also easy for an offi- 
cial to learn the secrets of the telephone 
by applying his enr to the receivers at 
the central office, and by so doing to 
intercept phrases, which • are both in- 
structive and.amusing. It now appears 
that tho postoffice officials also give 
themselves up to the delicate pleasure' 
of satisfying their cariosity. 


They employ 20 different methods in 


order to assnago their professional iu- 
qnisitiveness. If an envelope is closed 
iu the ordinary manner by a thin layer 
of gnm,' they have tho choice of two 
systems—•when tho paper is tongh and 
strong they slip with great precaution 
a very thin but not cutting t blade be- 
tween tho two gnijimed parts,'ami with- 
a little practice (hey are soon able to 
ecynrato tho paper without any tuar; 
when tho envelops is thin and brit- 
tle they open it by the primitive and 
homely means of steam. These proceed- 
ings are extremely simple, and the cor- 
respondence of many masters and mis- 
tresses has often been- slyly treated in 
tho same way by an inquisitive domes- 
tic. This industry requires very little 
skill, and fho only capital necessary is 
a smnlLamount of patience. Tlie irr.ra 
suspicious individuals fasten their let- 
ters with sealing was and imagine that; 
they are consequently 
perfectly safe 


from any surreptitious attack. 
The 


officials of the cabinet noir, however, 
crtv not EO easily defeated. Ey jr.rli- 
ciously bending and twisting 1)10 p-.rt 
of tho paper surrounding tho coal -thpy 
gradually dutach the latter, which final- 
ly remains unbroken in their bands with 
« very thin layer of paper adhering to 
it. After examining tho contents of tbo 
letter they replace the sual inUict nt the 
exact place winch it previously occu- 
pied, and both tho sender nud receiver 
of tho letter' rr-main iu blissful igno- 
rance of their maneuvers. 


Other correspondents, even more sus- 


picious, are not satisfied with cum and 
wax, but supplement them by a su;all 
metal fastener, which is guaranteed by 
its inventor to render any tampering 
with n letter impossible.'This, although 
its efficacy is far from that promised by 
tho stationers, certainly complicates the 
work.of the intruding official. He rises 
to the circr.mstarico, however, and after 
carefully removing the stamp and mak 
ing a cross cut on tho square from 
which it has been removed he intro- 
duces a Email steel instrument with a 
special hook at the extremity. This 
hook grips a corner of the letter, and by 
carefully twisting tho sheet round tho 
stem of the instrument it can be finally 
extracted without any apparent injury. 
If by chance the note paper is refractory 
and cannot be twisted owing to its stout- 
ness, the operator cuts the entire length 
of one side of the envelope. The con- 
tents aro easily obtained in this man- 
ner, but the reclosing of the envelope 
requires much delicacy of workmanship 
and is, in fact, almost worthy of an 
artist. About a millimeter of each of 
the cut edges is carefully folded inwi-.rd, 
gummed aud pressed together until dry. 
This phase of tho work, althongb'ratber 
difficult to a novice, JSEOOU acquired by 
practice. 


There aro rnnny other- tricks employ- 


ed, some of which speak volumes for 
human ingenuity. It sometimes hap- 
pens, nevertheless, that a letter baffles 
all the skill and experience of the entire 
department. ' In that case their means 
aro rough and ready—they suppress it 
nllogetber. Tho exterior appearance; of 
the letter addressed to M. Delcnssa be- 
trayed the work of the Cabinet Noir. 
This proves not luck of skill of thcso in- 
trusted with such an, important bnt un- 
derhand duty, bnt simply negligence.-— 
London Globe.

Again he said, "I believe tha 
the red of the flag is to be dyed red 
der than ever by tbe blood of patriot 
who are willing to lay down their live 
for the sxke of freedom and a jus 
cause, and some of those patriots 
believe will be some of tbe comrade 
now grouped around me. Now, fo 
God's Rake, if there is a man presen 
who isn't willing to go to tbe front an 
Uy down his life if necessary, let him 
say so and I will pay bis fare back t 
Nnvadu." Not a man moved. 


He had full authority to recommen 


our officers to the Secretary of Wai 
but he let us ballot for the ones we de 
nired recommended. 


I was detailed for kitchen duty th 


first thing when we arrived here bu 
my time is up now, so I am at libert 
•igam. I can't say that I enjoy belpir 
^et meals ready for eighty-four bnngr 
men. I bad rather fight Spaniards. 


We are commencing to experienc 


some of the hardships of a soldier a 
ready. It is cold here and we ge 
pretty hungry at times. Every sera 
from the table is saved for tbe nex 
meal. Black coffee, potatoes, baco 
rind worse than bard tack is our fare 
But I am not complaining. I ex pec 
worse than that. To-morrow we ex 
pect to get thrown out in tbe ruin t 
camp. At present we are garrisons 
in tbe barracks, 


Tbe fort is situated about tbre 


miles from Cheyenne on a slight eleva 
>ion of ground. I have not visile 
he city yut, but judging from wlmt 
MH see from here it isn't very large 


I1 is a rolling prairie country her 


-tnd the prairie dogs are quite a curios 
ity to moat of as. We received grea 
•send offs at every little station an 
rown along the road 
We took break 


fast tbe first morning at Elko and wer 
orasented with flowers, fruit and con 
fectlonery, while the girls eangnations 
hymns. 


At Palisade we were detained by th 


wreck of a cattle and freight train 
Seven cattle were killed and one mat 
injured. 


This is a strange country, it rain 


here all the time aud the'wind blow 
1 kn a cyclone. 


Among the things which most inter 


ested me along the road were th 
fences built along the cuts to keep on 
the drifting snow. In some place; 
there were as many au eight or ten, oni 
behind the other. It must snow here 


the winter. 
We went through the Rockies in tbe 


nigbr, so missed tbe best of tbe seen 
•ry. We took dinner at Terrace; there 
waa no demonstration, nor was there 
anything to eat for that matter. We 
had supper at Ogden, and it waa there 
that we encountered the first change ol 
style. It was all strictly eastern. We 
ook in the city and a pretty city it is. 
tfany inquiries were made about our 
rough riding qualities. At Ogden the 
Jtah boye joined us and we changed 
oars for Cheyenne. We took our next 
breakfast at a place called Bawling, 
and were well treated. Shortly aftci 
eaving LirHinie, where we ate dinner, 
we passed Ames Monument, the high 
ist point on tbe Union Faoiflo road. 


On tbe afternoon of tbe 16tb, we 
cached Fort Bussell, and were as 
igned barracks. 
This seems to be a great sheep and 


tattle country. I saw thousands as we 
lame through. 


Tbe so-called buffalo grass looks the 
ame to me a^ the bunch grass around 
fceno, Mie only difference being that it 
_thicker and more luxuriant. 
All along the road wa were treated to 


all the fruit and candy we could eat, 
but jou may be sure we don't get any 
more now.

Although I had a great deal rather 
ace Spanish guns than to make another 
arting with my parents and friends, I 


want yon all at the train again when 
we arrive in Beno, euroute to Manila. 
Although we don't expect to see the 
worst, our lives are at hazard when we 
tart for tbat far distant port and I 
an't see too much of tbe ones dearest 
o me. We expect to see hard service. 
ut I don't think it is anything to face 
Spanish guns. Tbe Spaniards are nn- 
oubtedly cowardly and poor shots.
